Dear Eric: 


I am glad the cat is out of the bag and you now know the Rittenhouse 
Society will present you with a centennial medal at their next meeting at the 
Chicago ANA convention next year. We tried to keep it a secret but that 
only lasted a month. 


It will be far easier working with your full knowledge and cooperation 
and the end product will be something you can not only approve, but also 
have a Say in its design. 


I have commissioned an artist who is the best medallic portrait and 
design artist in America today. I have used him many times although he is 
not well known in the numismatic field. He did the Carnegie Hero Fund 
Centennial Medal of 2004 and the Carnegie Commission liked the portrait so 
well they replaced the medal they had used for over a century with his 
Carnegie portrait. 


Enclosed you will find information on the artist: 
Luigi Badia (pronounced ba-DEE-a)

He was born in Italy and came to America 1970. A member of the 
National Sculpture Society, he is at the top of his profession today. We have 
a long relationship working together. 


The medal will be struck by Medallic Art Company, which I am now 
associated with as Corporate Historian (back on the payroll 33 years later). 


Also — and this is an advantage — the same model for the medal 
obverse can be made into a galvano metal portrait relief plaque. This is 
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intended to be mounted in your museum. If you have a space available, you 
might want to consider if a 14-inch diameter relief plaque is suitable. (We 
can make the model any size, but the plaque must be the exact size of the 
model. We would have to know the size before the artist starts his modeling 
if you wish to have this plaque a different size.) 


This plaque will be made by electrolysis — same process the U.S. Mint 
used for a century (1850-1950) in making patterns for reduction on their 
reducing machines (Contamin, Hill, Janvier). It will be made of copper. But 
it can be plated, gold or silver, or given an artistic patina in any of several 
colors. This decision can be made later. 


The plaque will be made by Greco Industries, whose founder is Hugo 
Greco, perhaps the best patina expert in America today. (He created many of 
the patinas for the old Society of Medalists as he was foreman of the 
finishing department of the old Medallic Art Company.) 


We have purposely chosen the best talent available in America today 
for your medal and plaque. We are certain you will be pleased with the 
medallic outcome. 


In addition to information on the artist I have enclosed some other 
information you might find interesting. I have ordered one of the Carnegie 
Centennial-Medals sent to you as a sample of Luigi Badia's work. Please 
keep this with my compliments. 


Part of the enclosed information is for Evelyn, if you would kindly 
pass this on to her. 


I am thrilled to be working on this medallic project. We couldn’t 
honor a more deserving numismatist.

PHOTOGRAPHS. If you cannot find a photo of Eric in profile, you 
might want to take one or two of him at present. This does not have to be a 


professional photograph; digital cameras are so good today one of these is 
satisfactory. 


The symbology is different of which side to view. This decision is 
yours to make. The artist can do either one with equal creativity. 


Facing left means looking at the past, a study of history, perhaps 
Eric's interest in coins and paper money in American history. 


Facing right means looking into the future, perhaps reflective of 
his philanthropic activity and how this will reflect the future. 


You can make the decision which the two of you prefer. 


HANDICAP RESOURCES. In the left hand pocket attached are 
photocopies of items I have ordered and use. In the right hand pocket you 
will find a number of catalogs I have ordered from. 


Sammons Preston is the best source. Get their full catalog. It is thick 
and contains hundreds of pages. They have thousands of products, but they 
are the most expensive. I learn what they have available and go online to see 
if I can obtain it locally or cheaper elsewhere. Also seek out local medical 
supply sources.

Dear Eric and Evelyn: 


Attached are the artist's sketches for your Eric Newman Medal. 
Eric's portrait will be rendered very similar to that of Andrew Carnegie in 
the Hero Fund Medal I sent you previously. 


The symbolism on the obverse is obvious in the quill and lamp of 
knowledge. The portrait facing left is that of a historian, indicative of Eric's 
writings on the objects in the past history of America. 


The symbolism on the reverse of the open book in front of the books 
on the shelf — many with titles of Eric’ s published works — is an attempt to 
include most, but not all of his thirteen numismatic books. 


I like the way the artist carried over the use of the ribbon on both the 
obverse and reverse. That is good medallic design by artistic repetition. 


The plan is to make the silver medals in proof surface with the mirror 
surface only in the circular background surrounding Eric's head. This will 
be in contrast to the satin finish of the remainder of the obverse elements. 
Contrast of proof surface to satin finish is another artistic treatment in fine 
medallic art. 


The bronze medals will be given a chocolate brown patina indicative 
of American bronze coins of the 19th century. 


I would like your approval — or critique — before the artist proceeds to 
modeling both sides. 


The artist of the medal, Luigi Badia, is at the top of the medallic 
profession. This Italian-born artist is one of the most creative in the field 


today. (And very much in demand, working only 11months a year with 
vacations alternating between his native Italy and Hawaii every year!) 


The medal will be struck by Medallic Art Company, my old company 
which has hired me back after 33 years absence. I write an article for them 
every week they put on the internet at MEDALBLOG. The plant is now in 
Nevada with other productions facilities in two other states. 


The medals will be finished — including the bronze patina — by Hugo 
Greco of Greco Industries, here in Connecticut. I have enclosed a fact sheet 
on his business, and a brochure from Medallic Art, both attached. 


Since Eric will not be in Chicago for the ANA convention and the 
Rittenhouse breakfast in August, could we plan to make the presentation of 
the gold medal the weekend of Memorial Day while you are in New York 
City? 


I recognize this is a family function and we certainly would not wish 
to impose on valuable family time, but could you spare a brief time when we 
may meet with you, and make somewhat of a formal presentation? 


I could bring the artist with me, and perhaps a couple members of the 
Rittenhouse Society. We could meet at your convenience. 


Last I would like to state how much pleasure I have had in creating 
this tribute to Eric. Who knew that the eager Washington U college student 
knocking on your door to meet Eric 55 years ago would lead to this. Iam 
thrilled and I hope this medal will give Eric great pleasure, in an artistic and 
permanent memento, with the knowledge it will last forever and document 
his many numismatic writings.
